and ai^& »rfdom conatitntee the next peat aUp. The lords of the eoil 
were the dmninant clast, but the workeri of the toil were free, although at- 
uched to tte ooil where they were bom. How thia aecond stap, although be¬ 
low our cixilixatioa, wae at any rate way above slavery. 

But the progreee of mankind demanded another step. The iron bands of cni- 
Jom bad to te rarrendered, and that waa done by an ataertion of the independ- 
coca of tho mdiTidual. Thia indhridaaliBm fnicthSas the germ of capital, which 
waa unknown dnring the former periods of the world—which had wealth but 
not capital. Thia third itage of the development of onr race hat given occasion 
for the rise of a data of exploiters not known to any of the former civiliu- 
tiona Our plntocrecy, our industrial, commercial and moneyed aristocracy are 
now the maatere of all production in all civilised countries, on whose good will, 
or rather, upon wbo« profits, the laboring people of the world depend for a 
livinp For the lalmring people now are separate from the tools (Urn machines 
and the raw matenali). And all these evUe are heightened by ent-throat com- 
imtition, which not only forces wage-workers into a stmggle to see who s^U I 
live and who shall starve, but which also compels the employers to pay for i 
their labor ai little aa possible. ' 

But the laborers are by no means the only snSerers. The small employers 
snd the small merchants are just as much victims of that cruel land of com -1 
petition as the wage-workera For everyone of the fleecers lives st war with all 
his brethren; the hand of one is against the other, snd no foe is more terrible' 
than the one who ii rnnning a neck-to-neck race with him every day. The 
mammoth factory, the mammoth store is a most deadly foe. The fierce compe¬ 
tition; leesene the profit on each article, end that must be compensated for by 
greeter nnmbere of them being produced and sold; that ia, the cheaper the 
goods, the more capital is required. Precisely then, for the same reason that 
the mechanic with bia own shop and working on hia own acconnt has disap¬ 
peared in the struggle between handwork and machine-work, for the ^me rea¬ 
son the small employeri with their little machinery, their small capital, and 
their little stock of goods are being driven from the fields. Scores of such small 
merchants, driven to the wall, by the proprietor of s mammoth establishment, 
have to be glad if the “prince” will make them his servants and graciously al¬ 
low them to help swell hie millions. 

In short, the amsUer fortunes invested in productive or commercisl enter¬ 
prises are by this cut-throat competition attracted to the great capital, juat ai 
icon filings see to the magnet. The great capitalist triumphs, the small capi- 
taliit becomes a clerk or wage-laborer, and more often an agent, a boarding¬ 
house keeper, a middleman or parasite of some other kind; the middle class dis¬ 
appears little by little. Our skUI order or rather social disorder may fitly be 


compared to a ladder of which the middle rounds are being tom away one by 
one. And thia absorption of the amaller fortunee by the Urge ones U very 
much hastened by the criiea, which make their appearance every fifteen or 
twenty years. | 

The principle involved in “tmata” it the principle of co-opemtion instead of 
competition—bnt it is the co-operation of capHalista only, not the co-operation 
of the people. The ob^t of a “trust" U greater regnUrity of production, eteadi- 
nesa *01 price and a uniform system of credit, and for that purpose an executive 
board of tte corporations bu full power or management, can limit or central¬ 
ise production, purchase raw materiaU and before all, fix prices, terms and con¬ 
ditions. It U the shadow of Socialism and it is nied for the benefit of n few 
capitalists instead of the nation. And if this goes on, and according to nil nat¬ 
ural coneequences it must go on, for all the great capital wants to be invested, 
then in n very short time we shall find most of our industrieo conducted by 
“trusts,” from the AtUntic to the Pacific. 

But these phenomena have alio another meaning. They bring before the pnblic 
mind the question whether we are to have organised cspital or orgtnisad govern¬ 
ment? For it is perfectly evident that we mnit in the future have organised busi¬ 
ness action of tome tort. Shall we have it for the capitalistt only, or for the 
whole people? In other words, the “truata” prepare the pnblic mind for Sodal- 
iim. If our “atetesmen” were lest blind to the logic of events which are posh¬ 
ing na with railroad speed toward a total and abrupt revolution, they might 
bring about a state of Socialiim gradually and peaceably by a series of meas¬ 
ures, each conaistently developing itself out of the previona ones They might be¬ 
gin from two poles of society. Thne: 

It is now proposed, even by very conservative people, to take the telegraph 
system and the rsilroadt and the mines of onr country under government con¬ 
trol and own it like our poatoffice department. Suppose thie measure is 
realised, at it is sure to be ih the near iuture. Then do likewise with onr express 
business, our steam snd sailing vesaela and our minee, and thus onward. Absorb 
the Standard Ou company, the steel trust and every other trust, and one great 
enterpriae after another as quickly as possible. And so from the otiur' pole. 
Why could not citiei begin by tsl^g under their control and operating their gat 
works, and electric light, railway and telephone plants? And why should they 
not operate their bakeries and drug stores? Let cities furnish to their citisens 
fuel in winter and ice in summer. For are these things not just as essential to 
public health as water? Then let them also furnish all the milk, the flour 
snd the meat needed. For the millers of the country have a trust now, and a 
few big packers furhiah the meat to all onr butchers. Yes, sod let the city take 
charge of the liquor traffic, so that Milwaukee would have more reading rooma 
and less drinking places; we have 1600 saloons at present. And furthermore, let the 
city furnish all the school books sod st least one meal a day, free of charge, to all 
of the children not only of the poor, but clothes to such as are needy. I do not 
lay, nor even think, that the locial question will be solved in that manner, our 
people are neither wise nor peaceable 

enough to do it. But it seems to me that . -, -k

Keogh for rears charged 
the county all kinds of prices for pruii- 
ing, because.‘‘business" men were electi>d 
to the county board with the help of a 
good many labor rotes! It was rather 
expensive, "business." But everywhere 
3roa turn the evidence of the unreliability 
and tbs dow’nrigbt crookcvlDess of the 
capitalist parties when in power, is seen. 
Every worker that casts an oW party bal¬ 
lot, is pretty sure to be voting for 
crookedness—but it is always a crooked¬ 
ness that helps the master class. 

Recently the tax payers of Milwau¬ 
kee, some of them, began an investiga¬ 
tion of the insurance situation and de¬ 
veloped the fact that the city by improv¬ 
ing its fire fighting eflicienry was re¬ 
ally doing service for the fire iosnrnnce 
people, b^anse their risks became less 
although they maintained their high 
rates. The thing was carried to the 
state legislature and the Insiirance men 
were brought to bay. They Inaisted that 
the profits of the business were only 
reasonable and could not l>e molest u. 
but finally agreed that perhaps this cost 
of conducting the laslnoss was too 
heavy—that the middlemen could prol>- 
ably be dispensed wdtb, same as the 
railways did some time ago w’ith tbetr 
freight agents and solicitors. The old 
story—the middlemen are being ground 
up in the mill of cspitalism. The tra¬ 
gedy of existence will take on a more 
serions aH|>ect to a large body of men. 
Some will be wrecked, some will catch 
on elsewhere—but the weeding out pnn 
cess will still go on and they may catch 
it at another point!

Isttst week we published part of the 
ri'solutiami poaHcd a week ogo bj the 
Milwaukee Federated Trades Council. 
Wc give them in full below. The coun¬ 
cil in its constitution holds for the Swiss 
Diilitarjr system. In Switaerland every 
man has a gnu given him by the govern¬ 
ment nnd must put lu so much drill a 
year. The cltiaous themselves ore tUdir 
uwu inilitnry dcfcuscs instead of paid 
IfUdicK uf men, ir.depciideut of the people 
and under control of the political ruling 
class, as in this country. In Swiuerlaud 
the iK^pic being armed, arc resi>ccted by 
the ruling class, as would be more the 
case lu this country if the Swiss systcTi 
were adopted here, lu full, the resolu¬ 
tions are ns follows: 

•‘Whereas, the pending strike of the 
WLbash It. U. has again resulted in a 
tyruunicul usurpation of power on the 
pun of a federal judge—Judge E. B. 
Adams of St. Louis—forblddiog the rep- 
resentutives -and members of the Broth¬ 
erhood uf Itoilway Trainmen and the 
Brotherhood of Uailw'ny Firemen to or¬ 
der, induce, i>ersuade or otherwise iadu- 
eoco the employes of the Wabash R. It.

March 80.—Under the 
auaj^res of the National Metal Trades’ As- 
suctstlon, rcpreseotstlve minufsctureni of 
this eonatnr to the namber uf 200 will as¬ 
semble In this city loiuoitow fur the pur- 
i>ose of taking steps toward the unlflcauon 
of employers Into a federation similar in 
every respect, even to tbs eatsbUshment of 
the oflk-e of a buxlness agent, to a trades 
union. The movement, which has tieen un¬ 
der i-onslderadon smong inauofacturers for 
a iiamlter of years and which has bten part¬ 
ially adopted In Chicago, Milwaukee, Cin¬ 
cinnati. Mlnneaikotis and other cities, will 
take on a uattonal form at the conventlou 
in this dty. The plan to orjninlse employ¬ 
ers Into state and then national iKidles has 
received the Indorsement of manufacturing 
Interests generaliy throngbonC the country. 

in the few cities In which the plan has 
Ih>cu i-stablished the pmmeters say that 
less strikes have been declared since Its 
iiisuguratloD. 

The capitalists mean to'figbt with all 
pooelble fory the modem idea that the 
poople bare aometbiiig to say oa to the 
Ifiikor conditions that olitnin in the mak¬ 
ing of the goods society consumes or uses. 
They mean to keep labor down to the 
cheap commodity level if iioHsible. laa-

capUaliatIc fortune's are reared. The la- 
tH>r unions, espet'ially as they grow more 
far-m-iiig nnd Socialistic, threaten this 
stniM'ndoiiH game of plimder. nud so must 
}>e dowiiiHl. The orgnoixi^I workers are 
watching every more of the capitalists, 
however.-and thus fur strike-breaking has 
not be<‘u very sticcesHful.

CHANGE HAS COME OVER CAPITALISM'S 3>REAMSl 

The InfloeBce of Socialism, thus far, on the American labor moveiorat baa been 
moat aalntary Indeed. 

Trade nnlona that are largely dominated by ^odallam and which have the 
clear vlnion of the economic idtnallon wWrh Sodallam wivea, are known aa pro- 
g re sa l ve unions. The old style of nnloni that hold to the indlTldualtetic phUoao- 
phy of life, and who regard organised labor aa a mere hagirie over wagea, with 
no regard to the larger lu^dal view of labor'a righta, are known as pnre-and- 
simple antoRB. Many of tiicae latter still remain, hot their number* Is rapidly 
decreasing. And even of the rest, they are constantly learning lessons of the 
progressive onions, eepeolslly the lesson of tbe complete solidarity of labor. And 
the opposition of the pure and dmples to the Socialistic contention that there 
is of necessity a claah of clasa in^resta between capitalism and labor, is melt¬ 
ing away like roadside snow before the warmth of spring's north-returning aun. 

The lowing Influence of Socialism in the labor movement is strikingly shown 
by the changing attltode of the capitalist class in its labor disputes. Capitalism 
has had to change its tactics from necessity. Under the SocisHstic Influence tbe 
trade union strike Is not the Isolated individualistic battle of force that It used 
to be. There is a brotherhood of labor In the air that makes the cause of one 
the concern of all. With Uie old form of strike the capitalist could easily deal. 
The old idea that a strike must be won by brute force is dying out 

Tbe Socialist is too sharp to fall Into the capltnllst's traps. Disorder means 
deputy sheriffs nnd the militia nnd public sympathy on tho side of the wage-lord. 

Tbe |>enrt*ful strike puts n new face othe matter. It is bringingontthodesi»erate 
nature of the capitalist. He Is looking for ways to ovoid tbe strike, and has hit 
on the injiinetiiin. It is a fine game, and cheaper. But it is, uevorthelcKs, n 
desi>crnte reme<ly to use. It has n bad effect on the people, for it Imperils liberty 
itself. 

Blit ihe prdiit-hiingry nud profil-blind enpitnjist hesitates at nothing, 
only he is taking the precaution to build np the military power against a pos- 
■this day of widespread revolt. It Is like dnring tho lightning—this injunction 
with the shadow of mitUary despotism back of it, out ilie capitalist has Ikm*u 
forc^ on to dangerous ground, and must protect bis rights—the right of wngn 
exploitation. Hence the lecent hnsle to strengthen the njUitary arm of the 
govemiiient, the voting by Congrew of power to the Fresident to uiobilixe 
troopr without let or hindrance at any iKiint. The military force Is being in¬ 
creased and gotten away from the people's control, nud care Is taken to catnb- 
lish military forts ns near to induKtrinl centers as possible. Does nuyone 
imagine that there was no design In placing Ft. Sheridan midway between 
Chicago and Milwaukee? 

Matters are moving very fast. The workers are much nearer io (heir 
rights than they dream.
